The above-identified application was filed without formal papers on July 6,

Declaration and Power of Attorney which is being filed herewith in response to a Notice of 
Missing Parts mailed August 23, 2001. 

8. Accordingly, Petitioners respectfully request that the Declaration and Power of 
Attorney be accepted and the Response to the Notice To File Missing Parts deemed 
completed.
